America's loaders in industry, labor and government have supported the 
high aims and Important programs of the Rational Urban League for over 
fifty years. 

This year, the League is publishing its Golden Anniversary Yearbook which 
will document the achievements made by the Rational Urban League in the 
field of race relations over the past half century. Today, in a climate 
more favorable to wider acceptance of the Equal Opportunity concept than 
ever before,, the story of the League - its work, its accomplishments, 
its goals - must be made known to those leaders who influence the 
economic life of all Americana. 

Initial distribution of the Yearbook will be made at the 1960 Equal Op¬ 
portunity Day Dinner to be held at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in Rew York 
City on Rovomber 15th to the outstanding leaders of business, labor, 
oivic and social affairs who will attend this important function. In ad¬ 
dition, it will reach the nation's leadership through the Rational Urban 
League's 63 local affiliates in 36 states and the Dietrlot of Columbia. 

The prestig* of your company name in our Golden Anniversary Yearbook, 
along with cither leaders of American enterprise, will greatly enhance 
the work, arid Identify the calibre of leadership which hae supported 
the League (10 effectively in ite efforts to create better Job oppor¬ 
tunities, housing, health and welfare services for the Regro - 10£ of 
our population.

... look* toward a m* decade of important advancement in the Negro'* struggle for full democracy. 

Fifty yearn ago, the I’rban League began to tackle the job of eating the paint of the unprecedented 
Negro migration from the rural South to the urban North. It paved the way tor Negro worker* and their 
familiea to enter ike main ttream of urban economic life. 

Todav, the l rban League'* job ia even more complicated because of two recent phenomena: the 
recurrence of population movements from farm to city and from city to city: and the influx of newcomers 
to the mainland. Securing decent housing regardless of color or rate is a need that has become more press¬ 
ing. The need for adequate health and welfare services, and for strengthening iamily life ia much greater. 
And the integration of Negroes into the work force ha* required better preparaiion and higher skills. 

During the year I960 the Urban Irague has continued to proviife effect ve answers ( md solutions 
to these complicated problems.

paiDli'Mci in em I'l.iiT mint is nnoins ever dwindling space in whic h to fester.The league's 
t ■ mmerce and lndu*4rv Count il — keystone of our employment expansion program —. stepped up its 
activity. Under the lesdership of Carl H. Ifageman, Vire President Industrial Relations of the Union 
Carbide Corporation, the Council wa« able to increase substantially the nundier of corporations using 
league service* and know-how. 

Our Trade Union Advisory Council has lieen strengthened and closer working relationships have 
been establishes! with the AH. CIO Civil Rights Committee and a numlier of international unions, in 
effort* to eliminate discovered instance of racial discrimination. Thr International Rmtherhuod of dec 
trical Workers and the United Association of Plumbers and Pipe Fitters are among those supfiorting 
such efforts 

In North Carolina, one of the largest tobaico companies in the world hired a new technician and 
two uffne workeis — the first Negroes the company had employed in those capacities in the South. In 
Louis, Missouri, an electrical equipment manufacturer hired four qualified Negroes — a first. Two 
Negroes were hired as apprentice pressmen by a stationery supply house in Los Angeles and in that same 
city a power company, supplying electricity to government buildings, employed two Nrgru clerks. The oil 
industry has long employed Negroes but only as laborers in the oil fields, but in 1959 two oil companies 
m Southern California employed Negro rhemiats 

And in a report on discriminatory hiring practices on the New York water front, the New York 
League received a promise of remedial action by the AFL-CIO. These are only sample* of wide spread 
changes in hiring practices that were the reault of Urban League intervention. 

**e<.BBcateo HcH'STm. STILL remains one of the nation s most difficult and explosive problem areas, 
with strong “for*' and "against" positions, and very few on the fence. I960 is a typical year 

In public hearings all over the country League spokesmen on invitation presented testimony point 
ing up the substandard housing conditions suffered by Negroes. For instance, the Chicago Urban League 
demonstrated that Negroes were 20 percent of thr city s population but occupied 3? percent of all the sub 
standard housing in that city In New York, a League-sponaored housing conference analysed thr report of 
the Commission on Race and Housing released by the Fund for thr Republic. More than 400 participants 
represented outstanding real estate, home building and mortgage banking interests. Top federal, slate and 
municipal oftcials were joined by some of the nation * foremost housing experts. Thr conference stimu 
lated a uumber of leagues in other cities to hold similar meetings — fVnvrr, San Diego. Tulsa and 
Cleveland 

l.vroni eable I’AiR-CMPLdTMKNT Laws were adopted by California and Ohio in 1959. This brings 
to anteen the number of states now having such legislation on thr books. Colorado. Connecticut. Massa 
rhu-rtts ami Oregon passed fair-housing laws, pioneered hi New York City and Pittsburgh. Missouri. New 
Meswo and Coniwrticut now have laws relating to discrimination in employment. Maine has become the 
twenty-fourth state to bar discrimination in public places, and Washington State ha* made it illegal to aak 
for race or religion on credit applications.
